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The Lower West Side Fashionable Section 
of a Century Ago Hides in Its Antiquat- 
ed Houses the Concentrated Textile Out- 
put of the Nation, Which, With the 
Adjacent Washington Market Poultry 
and Dairy Product Business, Turn Over 
Annually From Two to Three Billion 
Dollars.

One of the charms and wonders of 
New" York is its huge secretiveness. 
What marvels are not tucked away, 
what astonishments not bidden in 
the folds of that multifarious life 
which cloaks the great old town. 
The oldest and wisest resident may 
go on to the last of his days and 
never find out half of what is to be 
known about his municipality. The 
New Yorker with a taste for explora- 
tion has no need of journeys afar. 
His home town affords him all the 
territory, all the novelty and all the 
complexity he may desire. , He goes 
a-roving at home. And, what's 
more, he may see the whole world 
without leaving the five boroughs, 
for tbe whole human family has its 
outposts here. But it is not polyglot 
aspect that concerns us just now. 
It is rather the surprising sort of 
thing that can be and is hidden in 
New York. 

A business with an annual turn- 
over of more than two billion dollars 
is hardly a mote to be lost sight of. 
A region which supports such an in- 
dustry must be a city in itself. Vet 
in New York there is a small and 
obscure district, antique, neglected, 
run-down, which does between two 
and three billions of business every 
year aud does it with such unpreten- 
tious quietude that no one knows 
anything about it. 

The men who do the business do 
not realize their size. The district 
has no consciousness of itself. It 
occupies a place in the national life 
relatively as important as does Wall 
Street, yet it has no fame. The dis- 
trict has not even a name and only 
the vaguest boundaries. The best 
informed New Yorkers pass by it 
and through it day after day and 
hardly realize it is there. Of its 
greatness and the enormous volume 
of its business no one has an ink 
ling— or no one had till the other 
day. 

Let us locate our region first. 
Cortlandt Street is the nominal 
southern and Canal the northern line 
ot the district. Broadway bounds 
it roughly on the east and the Hud 
son River on the west. There is 
hardly a pretentious building, once 
the explorer's foot has strayed west 
of Broadway. Along this thorough- 
fare and within tbe district there are, 
of course, some of the greatest sky 
scrapers yet sent to challenge the 
clouds. But these are only geographi- 
cally in the region. They do not 
belong. The characteristic building 
is nothing more than an old four or 
five-story residence, built in the '40s 
and '50s of the last century and long 
ago abandoned to trade. Block on 
block of these old homes of theoptt- 
lent range themselves along, moni- 
tors of the past, perhaps, but burst- 
ing with the present. 

In these ancient houses this en- 
ormous industry or group of in- 
dustries is tt'eked away. A single 
five-story dwelling may contain 
dozens of firms, doing millions of 
turnover annually, with their trade 
ramifications sprawled into all parts 
of the continent and many quarters 
of the earth. Millions of people are 
as dependent on this quaint part of 
New York as a babe on tbe breast. 
The whole nation pays tribute. 
Yet, be you ever so informed a New 
Yorker, I wager you know little or 
nothing of this marvelous hidden 
place. 

Some time ago Samuel S. Conover, 
president of tbe Fidelity Trust 
Company, at Chambers Street and 
West Broadway, which is the 
principal bank of the district, was 
struck by the singular fact that so 
little was known about this part of 
the lower West Side, lie had the 
natural interest of tbe banker in the 
region which supports his ban. 
he added to that the genuine curi- 
osity of the student. He knew, as 
other men did, that an enormous 
business was being transacted about 
him, but he knew also that no sur- 
vey had ever been made 

Conover set to work. The 
result is that for the first time facts 
and figures have been compiled and 
the earliest glimmer of self-con- 
sciousness is upon tbe district. 



Roughly speaking, the southern 
half is part of the original grant of 
Trinity Church, and the northern 
half was known in old times as the 
Lispenard meadows. In the eigh- 
teenth century this was suburban, 
and it was not until after the great 
fire of Revolutionary days that the 
city grew in this direction. Trinity 
had been destroyed in the flames and 
old St Paul's chapel succeeded it as 
the fashionable church. As a result 
the wealthy of the day began to 
move out toward their church to 
establish their residences there. 
Fine homes lined Chambers Street, 
where so lately the horse cars still 
trudged their way. But it was not 
Until the second quarter of the nine- 
teenth century that the region be- 
came definitely the fashionable living 
quarter, and it was in the period of 
1825 that most of those old houses 
which now contain the business of 
the reigon were put up. By 1850 
here was the bon ton section, the 
Fifth Avenue of the times. 

But things began to move fast in 
New York at that time. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt brought the 
Hudson River railroad to New York, 
and the first station was erected on 
a site immediately across the street 
from where the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany now has its building. The 
railroad was a blessing, no doubt, 
but it put a quick death to the 
residential character of the region 
round about. With the unsightly 
railroad station standing at the in- 
tersection of Chambers Street, Hud- 
son Street and West Broadway, the 
very heart of the district, with the 
freight trains lumbering in every 
little while, belching smoke and 
grinding out indescribable noises, 
and with the quiet and dignity of the 
region roughly destroyed, the rich 
New Yorker took his lares and pen- 
ates elsewhere and left the quarter 
to the merchant. 

Now there came to the district 
the first great American dry goods 
jobbing houses. Originally there 
were four of these big firms, H. B 
Claliin. J. H. Dunham, and two 
others. But the prosperity of the 
large houses immediately attracted 
smaller ones, and textile commission 
firms sprung up all around the 
region. Between 1850 and 1900 
the original four houses had in 
creased to about 700. The cotton 
goods business centered in Thomas 
and Worth Streets. Leonard Street 
dealt in cotton and linen. In 
Franklin Street there was more 
linen and less cotton, while the 
houses dealing exclusively in linens 
had their homes in White. Walker, 
Lispenard and Canal Streets. And 
to this day in spite of a recent up 
town exodus the textile industries 
are so located. 

This dealing in textiles is the 
principal business of the district 
While no absolutely accurate figures 
can be given, it has been computed 
that the annual sales of cotton goods 
alone are one and a half billions 
This great figure represents nearly 
the entire cotton business of the 
country. With the exception of a 
small share of this line done by Mar- 
shall Field and Company of Chicago, 
piece of cotton fabric used in 
tbe United States is handled through 
this quiet little district. If a miner 
in Alaska buys a handkerchief or a 
cowboy in Mexico acquires a cotton 
shirt, he paya tribute to Thomas and 
Worth Streets. 

Formerly the silk business was also 
in this quarter, with an annual turn- 
over of half a billion; but silks have 
uptown and the $75, 000, OOO 
woolen business is following. These 
figures are small compared to the 
Cotton line, to be sure. It is interest- 
ing to uote that the cotton fabrics 
handled through this quarter of New 
York use up 67 per cent of the 
American cotton crop. 

It will be seen that the textile lines 
alone, including cotton, woolens and 
linen, tn annual business 

of about two billions 

But th< anther huge and 

highly interesting industry in the 
quarter. This centres down along 
the river. It is called Washington 
Market, and it may interest you to 
know that it is the greatest fruit and 
produce market on this planet. 
Kach year more than $400,000,000 
in fruits and vegetables pass through 
mart. The New England 
States, New Jersey and New York 
are all fed through It. It is estimat- 
ed that at least 14,000,000 persons 
c pendent ononis district for 
food. If it were to close for a week 



something akin to starvation would 
overtake this huge population. 

But that is not all. The great 
butter, cheese, eggs and poultry 
market is also in this district, with 
its centre in the Mercantile Exchange 
at No. 6 Harrison Street, and its 
brokers and dealers scattered all 
about. In 1919 this line alone 
totalled a first-hand value turnover 
of nearly $250,000,000. That 
quantity of butter, eggs, cheese and 
poultry, at the prices paid by the 
commission men, passed through the 
district jn the one year. What the 
ultimate consumer paid for these 
comestibles is another and a painful 
matter. 

The grocery, boot and shoe, and 
paper houses, have centres in this 
region and handle a vast quantity of 
goods. Sales of boot and shoe firms 
in the district totalled $75 ,000,000 in 
1919 ; paper sales totalled $7,000,000. 
Grocery sales totalled $150,000,000 
—all in all, a mighty prosperous dis- 
trict. 

If you will invade this region at 
any time you will find block after 
block of four, five and six-story 
warehouse stretched out in many 
directions. If you inquire you will 
find that these great places are pack- 
ed from roof to basement with cotton 
goods. Nothing surprising in that, 
perhaps, but when I tell you that 
there is not in all the district a piece 
of cotton bigger than a handkerchief, 
you will catch the significance of 
the thing. 

These huge warehouses contain 
samples only. Not a yard of actual 
textile is sold in the quarter. The 
houses in Worth and Thomas 
Streets do a commission business 
only. The fabrics are up in New 
England at the factories, or not yet 
woven. The fact that blocks of 
warehouses are needed to contain 
mere samples, gives some visual idea 
of the enormity of the business. 

Naturally that envied being, the 
millionaire, is largely present in 
this quarter of the old town. Men 
with great fortunes and highly 
profitable businesses are everywhere 
in the place.— AT Y. Sunday World.

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While the public is interested in

likewise of lodgings at private 
uses, and such other accom- 
as are offered by the Y. 
C. A., the Y. W. C. A., and 
'tlar organizations. There are all 
sizes of pocketbooks to be consider- 
ed. 

Then, again, the routes by rail- 
.■! or steamboat, each separately 
both together. Of course every 
deaf man and woman can find this 
information at the railroad offices ; 
but why not save them the trouble? 
There are many who would engage 
hotel or other accommodation 
promptly, if they knew to a certainty 
the cost of travel and the amount re- 
quired for a stay of five or six days, 
or a week. 

We have received inquiries of the 
foregoing character, but have not 
felt justified in giving more than a 
general estimate. What is wanted 
is the precise figure for several 
different routes from the Atlantic 
Coast and from the interior as far 
west as Omaha, and from the big 
Southern cities, by the trunk lines. 
The Detroit local committee can 
lessen its labors at the last moment 
when the rush begins, if it will 
attend to the travel and accommoda- 
tion particulars at once. Less than 
four months are left, and these four 
months will pass rapidly. Without 
exact information, Detroiters will be 
confronted by a bewildered and 
clamorous crowd about the 8th or 
9th of August next.

No event on hu*;I> a stupendous 
scale as this affair, under the an- 
spices of the Men's Club <>f si. 
Ann's oburcb, at the 2Sd Regi- 
men! Armory, was ever known to 
have been given before by any 
deaf organization. 

The Armory is only within a few 
blocks of the Now Yotk Institution 
for the Deaf ( Kan wood) and easy 
to be reaohed i»y subway, trolleys 
an<l the many basses from all parts 
of tbe oity. 

Tin* Armory is one of tin* largest 
of the many spacious ami inagnifi- 
oient structures of its kind in the 

City, and many wondered why hucIi 

a spacious edifice was selected to 

hold an event under the auspices of 

a deaf-mute organization, btfi those 
who attended were enlightened at 
the vast assemblage gathered there 
on thai night. There were more 

than three thousand present. 

The object of i he undertaking was 

to raise $20,000 for the Fund to 

enlarge and complete the Guild of 

House of St. A i n's Church for I he 
Deal, 53 I West, MKih Street, the 
lirsi church for the deaf in 
America, if not in the world, and 
founded by the late Itev. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudel.
